ing y ears there hav e been a nu mber 
of far reaching, sangu inary conflicts. 
What might be termed Mar’s mod­ 
ern techniq u e does not req u ire a for­ 
mal declaration of war—armies are 
mobilized, soldiers and civ ilians are 
slau ghtered, 
cities 
are dev astated 
and gov ernments change ev en while, 
officially speaking, actu al war does 
not ex ist. 
In Italy ’s Ethiopian campaign, for 
ex ample, war was not declared—but 
the resu lt of the inv asion was to elim-1 
mate the Ethiopian 
Monarchy 
and1 
make the cou ntry into an Italian col­ 
ony gov erned by the Italian Military . 
Russia and France hav e not declar­ 
ed war on 
the Spanish Insurgents, 
nor hav e Germany and Italy broken 
off relations with the Spanish Gov ­ 
ernment— y et it is no secret that 
Franco's cause has 
been kept aliv e 
with the aid cf German and Italian 
troops and eq u ipment, while the Gov ­ 
ernment's forces 
would 
hav e col­ 
lapsed long since had it not been for 
Russian airplanes 
and armaments 
and French military ex perts. 
Today 
in the Far East the world is again 
witnessing a war without a declara­ 
tion of war that is of the utmost sig­ 
nificance not only to the nations in­ 
v olv ed, bu t to the Western World as 
well. 
Japan has gone to the limit in re­ 
cent y ears to build up her army and 
nav y . 
For a small cou ntry , she has 
an amazing military machine, far su ­ 
perior to that of the Chinese—though 
China herself has made progress in 
u nify ing and strengthening the coun­ 
try . 
China’s greatest weakness has 
alway s been the corru ption of her 
local gov ernments—as Oswald Gar­ 
rison Villard has wTitten, “The pu r­ 
chasing 
of Chinese 
statesmen and 
generals is Japan’s long su it; it ha? 
adv anced her and her policy of con­ 
q u est far more rapidly than hav e her 
rifles 
and cannon.’’ 
The central, 
Nanking gov ernment has usually pro­ 
v en unable to control the su perabu n­ 
dant War Lords—each with his own 
interest at heart and each suspicious 
of the others. The situ ation as it ex ­ 
ists in China, is as if each American 
state gov ernor had a great priv ate 
army which he could use for 
any 
purpose he wishes, ev en to the ex -' 


nation treme of fighting the armies of the 
neighboring gov ernors. 
As a conseq uence, plus Japan's far 
more efficient and modern war ma­ 
chines, it is believ ed certain that the 
Japanese 
will 
encou nter relativ ely 
little trouble in conq u ering the north 
prov inces. 
She will take ov er cities 
and accomplish destru ction on a v ast 
scale, and probably replace present 
local gov ernment with pu ppet Chi­ 
nese gov ernments controlled by the 
Japanese as she did in Manchuria. 
But in the long ru n, Japan’s chances 
or success are dubious. 
China is a 
tremendous cou ntry , with the largest 
population in the world. 
Not since 
the dawn of history has it been per­ 
manently conq u ered — ov er a per- 
•od of many y ears, the inv aders in­ 
termarry with the Chinese and 
are 
v irtu ally swallowed by the immense 
country . 
China has more than half 
a biilion people 
as against Japan's 
7 5,000,000. 
Fu rthermore, it seems inconceiv - 
able that Japan will be permitted by 
other powers to adv ance u nhindered 
into China. 
Russia is strongly anti- 
Japanese and will, if matters go farj 
enough, throw her resou rces to the 
side of China. 
And if it came down 
to a Russo-Japanese war. most mil­ 
itary ex perts think the bear would 
win. 
England will attempt to limit Ja­ 
pan’s conq u est in the interest of her 
own trade, and so, in all probability , 
will the United States and France. 
And lastly , it is a q uestion whether 
Japan’s financial resou rces are su f­ 
ficient to stand a long stru ggle—to- 
j 
day more than 50 per cent of her j 
gov ernment’s bu dget 
is earmarked 
for the army and nav y , and she has! 
a soaring national debt. 
So here is another grav e threat to 
world peace — the grav est, perhaps ■ 
that has y et appeared. Whether was j 
is actu ally declared is only of theor­ 
etical importance—to all intents and ! 
purposes a major war is now’ u nder­ 
way in the Far East, and interests 
directly 
affecting 
ev ery nation in 
J 
the world are inv olv ed. —Indu strial 
News.

“ 'T'H A T was a garrison finish!" 
you exclaim when the home 
team, which has been trailing for 
most of the game, comes from be­ 
hind to win in the last minute of 
play. 
And when you say that you 
are perpetuating the fam e—not of 
a baseball or a football player, but 
Df a jockey! 
Edward 
H. 
Garrison 
was 
his 
name and he started life as a black­ 
smith’s helper in New Haven, Conn. 
Then he began hanging around the 
racetracks 
and 
occasionally was 
given the job of exercising one of 
the thoroughbreds. 
It wasn’t long 
until he was a full-fledged jockey, 
who made it a practice to hold his 
mounts in during the greater part 
of a race because he mistrusted 
the staying power of a “ front run­ 
ner." 
Then he began to boot and 
Xrhip as they cam e into the stretch 
where, as he said, “ the money is." 
In 18 8 6 one of these “ come-from- 
behind-to-win" 
drives 
carried an 
outsider, Dutch Roller, owned by 
Jam es R. Keene, to victory in the 
Great Eastern handicap at Sheeps- 
nead Bay, N. Y., and after that a 
“ Garrison finish" became a by­ 
word on the turf. But more famous 
than that w as Garrison’s victory on 
Boundless in the $60,000 World Fair 
derby in Chicago in 18 93. 
When the entries in this race went 
to the post, Garrison began to stall. 
On one pretext or another, such as 
fixing his straps and his saddle, he 
managed to delay the start of the 
race for an hour and 42 minutes! 
He spent most of this time on the 
ground, thus taking the weight off 
his horse, while the other horses 
were fidgeting and wearing them­ 
selves out under the weight of their 
riders. 
When at last they were sent away 
to the excited cheers of 100,000 
spectators, 
Boundless* 
j o c k e y 
trailed the field for almost the en­ 
tire race. 
Then there was another 
“ Ga-rrison finish" and Boundless, a 
15 to 1 shot, cam e home the win­ 
ner of $60,000—or rather $59,000 for 
the judges fined Garrison $1,000 for 
his part in the delay at the post. 
“ Snapper" won, lost and partly 
regained a fortune in racing. 
He 
quit as a jockey in 18 97 and later 
served as an official at numerous 
tracks in the South. 
His last days 
were spent in Florida where he 
died a few years ago at the age of 
sixty- two.

By the time you read this, we will 
be back in Texas and, notwithstand­ 
ing the wonderful privilege it has 
been to visit 
Mexico, 
happy to be 
back 
home. 
We are particularly 
anxious to see little David, our sec­ 
ond son, and baby Sam Houston. 
It is difficult for us to realize that 
it is so hot in Texas. 
Mexico City is 
7500 feet high and the w'eather is 
ideal. 
They tell us it is this way the 
year round— little 
cooler in winter 
in winter than in summer. 
It was 
a little chilly for us at first— be­ 
lieve it or not, we asked for a fire 
at lunch; now, however, we are ac­ 
customed to it and the weather is 
lovely. 
Occasionally 
when 
the 
mountain tops are clear of clouds, we j j 
can see two snow 
capped volcano i j 
peaks in the distance. 


Although 
Ambassador 
Josephus 
Daniels is in Europe, he wired his 
assistants here to insist upon 
our 
staying at the American Ambassy. 
So here we are— and we have never 
been privileged to stay at a lovelier 
place. 
Our own Government offi­ 
cials have been almost as marvelous 
to us as those of 
the Mexican gov­ 
ernment. 


Last week I told you how* hospi­ 
table these people had been to us 
in the early stages of our visit; this 
hospitality has increased in warmth 
at every stage. 
WTe have been en­ 
tertained by seven governors in as 
many state capitols, and by officers 
in the President’s 
cabinet 
here in 
Mexico. 
It clearly 
demonstrates 
that these people believe in the Good 
Neighbor 
policy 
inaugurated 
by 
President Roosevelt. 


President Cardenas of 
Mexico is 
absent from the capitol. He is in 
the state of Yucatan, 
which is the 
most southern Mexican state, work­ 
ing 
on 
agrarian, 
or agricultural 
He sent us a warm telegram of wel­ 
come, then commissioner the Govern­ 
or of this Federal District to call on 
officially as his repi^sentative. 
Mrs. Allred is visiting the President’s 
wrife today. 
Everywhere these peo­ 
ple seem to realize that they 
have 
more in common with Txas than per-j 
haps any other state; I think if we 
take the same position, it can only j 
result in more business and better j 
relations for all of us. 


It would be 
impossible 
in thisj 
short space to even refer to all the 
interesting places we have seen on 
this trip. 
I really believe could spend 
a month right here in Mexico City 
and not see half of all we should 
see. 
The old churches or cathedrals, 
the palaces, the public buildings, the 
theatres, the gardens, the parks, the 
flowers, the schools, the public m ar­ 
kets, the people. It is the people wfho| 
most interest me. 
They are pictur­ 
esque with their music everywhere 
their arts, their 
dress 
which has 
changed but little for centuries, yet 
all this maintained alongside a 20th 
century civilization of modern high­ 
ways, 
railroads, 
hotels, 
tourist 
camps 
and 
conveniences 
of every
